Farmer May Sell Tobacco 
"In reply, you are Informed

from his tenants as rent for 
land, 


without restrictions as to the quan- 
tity sold or the business of the person 
to whom the tobacco Is sold and de- 
livered. 
This privilege Is one which 


the farmer or grower cannot 
dele- 


gate to another person. 


"The office lias decided that where 


a grower of tobacco may place his 
tobacco In the hands of a qualified 
dealer In leaf tobacco to be sold by 
him on commission, and such dealer . 
must sell the tobacco only to other 
Ht-alKled leaf dealers or to qualified 
manufacturers of tobacco "or cigars, 
or to persons. who buy leaf tobacco 
In packages for export. 


A Violation of Law

er, or u number of farmers, with an- 
other person to sell "and deliver his 
or their tobacco for him or
